This same method may be used 
when finishing the ends of towels that 
have no hemstitched ends. Toweling 
by the yard, cut into the right lengths 
and each one finished on one end with 
a very narrow crochet, and on the 
other with a pattern a little more or- 
nate, makes very inexpensive and 
durable towels with a bit of real dis- 
tinction about them 

Shell-stitch so applied in finishing

Another very pretty and economical! 
method of finishing such underwear is 
by means of insertion with a beading 
edge Apply the insertion as re- 
quired, then trim away the lawn on 
the outside edge and crochet shells 
or some other simple pattern into the 
little holes.
